BARCELONA, Spain, Aug. 2 
(.'Pi Prince Alexis Mdivani, 31, 
divorced husband of Barbara Hut¬ 
ton and one of the most colorful 
figures of international society, 
died today as dramatically as he 
lived. 

The Georgian prince was killed 
instantly and his pretty young 
woman companion was injured 
critically in an automobile acci¬ 
dent after he volunteered to drive 
the woman, who had missed her 
train, to her home In Perpignan, 
France. 

The couple left the palatial 
home at Palamos of Mdivani's 
sister, Mrs. Jose Maria Sort, where 
the woman had been a house 
guest, shortly before last mid¬ 
night. 

Roaring toward the French bor¬ 
der, Mdivani's powerful roadster 
struck a culvert in a winding road 
at Albons, Gerona province, and 
plunged into a deep gulley. 

Two hours later, just as her last 
guests were leaving, Mrs. Sort 
was notified by telephone that a

GENEVA, Aug. 2. — Premier 
Laval of France announced late to¬ 
day at a surprise private meeting 
of the League of Nations council 
that Italy, Great Britain and 
France had agreed to the resump¬ 
tion of arbitration of the dilute 
between Italy and Ethiopia. 

The "big three" agreed that a 
fifth arbitrator should be added to 
the two representatives of each na¬ 
tion who, at present, constitute the 
Italo-Ethiopian conciliation com¬ 
mission. 

Laval announced that, if the ar¬ 
bitration fails, the problem will ba 
returned to the League of Nations. 

Basis Is 1906 Treaty 
According to league officials, he 
added chat England, France and 
Italy would initiate the negotia¬ 
tions on the basis of their 1906 
treaty. 

The surprise session met imme¬ 
diately after a cocktail party for 
the council members at the horns 
of J. A. C. Avenol, secretary-gener¬ 
al of the league. 

The secret session was held after 
word had been given out that both 
Italy and Ethiopia had rejected a 
Franco-British formula for settle¬ 
ment of their dispute. 

Premier Mussolini turned 
down the formula on the 
ground that there should be no 
time limit for the projected po¬ 
litical negotiations among 
France, Great Britain and Italy. 
The British want them ended 
some time in September while the 
assembly and council of the 
league arc in regular session. This 
would enable the British to de¬ 
mand a league examination if the 
political consultations collapse. 

The Ethiopians were repre¬ 
sented as opposed to the for¬ 
mula on the grounds that they 
would not be full fledged par¬ 
ticipants in the proposed confer¬ 
ence to decide their state in the 
conflict with Italy. 

Furthermore, they are hostile to 
conversations based on the Anglo- 
French-Italian treaty of 1906, 
deeming that the treaty dishonors 
Ethiopia since it does not bear 
Ethiopia's signature and was con¬ 
cluded without its approval. 

Ethiopia's Answer 
It was reported in league circles 
that Tecle Hawariate, the Ethio¬ 
pian delegate, told Premier Laval 
of France and Anthony Eden of 
Great Britain: "We would rather

riculture."

BERLIN. Aug. 2. UP)—Roland 
Freisler, state secretary for the 
ministry of justice, disclosed today 
that activity against the Nazi 
party and its organizations will be 
regarded as treason against the 
people and will be punished by 
death under the new criminal 
code. 

"It must be clear that the Nazi 
movement is the pillar of -the 
German nation and it must be pro¬ 
tected by provisions against trea¬ 
sonable activities by the coming 
code," he said. 

Points Outlined 

The state secretary outlined 15 
points, many of them dealing with 
technical questions, to be covered 
by the forthcoming sweeping penal 
code. 

"Treasonable activities against 
the people are the most severe 
erimes," he said. “Traitors place 
themselves outside the commun¬ 
ity and a severe crime of this 
kind must he punished with out¬ 
lawry, including the death pen¬ 
alty.” 

Severe punishment also would 
be provided for treasonable action 
by foreigners, he added, but such 
action could not be termed treason 
against the people because for¬ 
eigners are bound only by an obli-

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug 2 (2P> 
A state supreme court decision 
which will cost public utilities 
thousands of dollars in retroactive 
taxes was hailed with glee today 
by California municipalities. 

The court, reversing a stand it 
assumed six months ago, ruled 
that municipal governments may 
assess license taxes as of last 
January 1. The ruling was made 
in settling a suit brought by the 
Pacific Electric Railway company 
against the state motor vehicle 
department. 

The railway company tendered 
the state $5942 as payment for 212 
$3 automobile license fees, as well 
as weight taxes for the last six 
months of the year. The depart¬ 
ment of motor vehicles had re¬ 
fused to accept that sum, contend¬ 
ing an additional $5306 was due 
for weight taxes for the first six 
months of the year.

His pronouncement was issued 
as Nazi Germany observed the 
first anniversary of the death of 
Marshal Paul Von Hindenburg. 

Flags flew at half mast while 
memorial services dedicated to the 
memory of Germany’s world war 
hero and former president were 
held. 

The day also marked the end of 
the first year of absolute rule by 
Relehsfuehrer Adolf Hitler. While 
Von Hindenburg lived, Hitler was 
only chancellor, but immediately 
thereafter he assumed sole power. 

Press Cautious 

The Slahlhelm (Steel Helmet) 
war veterans' organization, sub¬ 
jected with Jews and "political 
Catholicism" to the Nazi cam¬ 
paign against "state enemies," 
were omitted from those permit¬ 
ted to take part in the ceremonies 
at the Tannenburg memorial 
where Von Hindenburg was laid to 
rest a year ago. 

While the German press la¬ 
mented the marshal's passing at 
a critical period, it was careful to 
praise Hitler at the same time for 
taking hold of the reins of state 
without disturbances which the 
newspapers said might well have 
come.

BERLIN, Aug. 2. I7PI—The prop¬ 
aganda ministry's heavy hand fell 
today upon Dr Ernest Klein, the 
Berlin correspondent of the Swiss 
protestant newspaper, B a s 1 e r 
Nachrichten. 

He was ordered to get out of 
Germany within five days, and 
the order was regarded as the first 
action in repressive measures 
threatened against foreign corre¬ 
spondents. 

Writers Called 

Officials of the propaganda min¬ 
istry have been busy for the last 
few days calling in foreign corre¬ 
spondents and telling them their 
reporting does not please the Nazi 
regime. 

During previous months only 
younger correspondents who have 
not been in Germany long or who 
do not represent large and influ¬ 
ential newspapers or nations were 
called on the carpet. 

But during recent days the min¬ 
istry has called in men who have 
been in Germany more than a 
dozen years, among them two for¬ 
mer presidents of the Foreign 
Press association. 

Reports Displeasing 

In each case, the man sum¬ 
moned was told that his reports 
on the German situation were dis¬ 
pleasing and that this was "merely 
a preliminary warning.” 

A number of foreign corres¬ 
pondents have been in close touch 
with their respective diplomatic 
missions and have been assured 
by their ambassador or ministers 
that they will stand solidly be¬ 
hind them.

PLACENTIA.—Residents of the 
Placentia school district will go to 
the polls September 4 to vote on 
a $160.00 bond issue for rehabili¬ 
tation of buildings damaged in the 
March. 1933, earthquake and for 
construction of several new struc¬ 
tures. it was decided at a meeting 
of the board of education in the 
Bradford school yesterday. 

After weeks of investigation bv 
board members and the school 
architect, it was found necessary 
to spend $400,000 on the district’s 
schools. Board members pointed 
out yesterday that they were not 
pushing the bond election, but 
were putting the issue up to voters 
of the district for their approval* 

Two separate issues will be pre¬ 
sented at the election. One will 
be for $110,000 for elementary 
schools and the other $50,000 for 
Valencia high school. 

Ask Federal Aid 

Board members are asking 
$180,000 in federal aid for the pro¬ 
posed project, which leaves $220,- 
000 to be raised in the district. Of 
this amount, $60,000 in insurance 
money from the burned Bradford 
school is on hand. 

Included in plans for rehabilita¬ 
tion of the elementary schools are 
reconstruction of the Richfield 
school at a cost of $26,000 and 
reconstruction work at the La 
Jolla school, $7,500. The new build¬ 
ing plan includes an expenditure 
of $210,000 at the Bradford school 
for 15 classrooms, an auditorium, 
library and principal's office The 
auditorium, to be used by both 
high and elementary students, will 
cost approximately $100,000. 

An addition is planned for the 
La Jolla school costing $38,000, 
with all Mexican pupils from that 
district then able to attend school 
there instead of moving to the 
Baker street school. A new unit 
costing $24,000 would be built to 
replace the Baker street location, 
with $4,500 allowed for purchase 
of land. 

High School Program 

The high school program, total¬ 
ling $90,00, calls for construction 
of the second main unit of the 
plant at a cost of about $65,000 
and a $25,000 gymnasium. 

Board members also approved 
budgets for both high and ele¬ 
mentary schools for the coming 
year. The high school budget to¬ 
talled $90,000, in which is allow¬ 
ance for completion of three build¬ 
ings now under construction. The 
elementary budget was set at

No apology had been demanded, 
and none was forthcoming In the 
answer given yesterday to Charge 
D'Affaires Rudolph Leitner by 
Acting Secretary William Phil¬ 
lips. 

Was ‘Unfortunate’ 

The note did say. however, that 
"it is unfortunate that, in spite of 
the sincere efforts of the police to 
prevent any disorder whatever, the 
German national emblem should, 
during the disturbance which took 
place, not have received that re¬ 
spect to which it is entitled.” 

The German government had in¬ 
structed Herr Leitner to "make 
the most emphatic protest against 
this serious insult to the German 
national emblem ” and expressed 
the expectation that everything 
would be done by the American 
authorities to punish the guilty. 

Hold Suspects 

Phillips' reply said the persons 
implicated in the disorder aboard 
the ship last Friday "have been 
apprehended and are being held 
for trial.” 

The note contained a police re¬ 
port of the occurrence, and said 
the police authorities at New York 
had taken "most extensive pre¬ 
cautions in order to prevent any 
untoward incident.”

This 24-hour system resulted 
from a recent conference at Los 
Angeles between cannery officials, 
growers and Milton K. Duffy of 
the state health department. Clar¬ 
ence Brown, head of the local 
farm bureau vegetable depart¬ 
ment, attended the session. 

To work the program out. state 
inspectors will be on hand 24 
hours a day at the canneries to 
pass upon the fruit as it is brought 
in. The farmer thus will be cred¬ 
ited with the grade of his toma¬ 
toes as they are at the time of 
arrival Otherwise they might 
stand for hours before being ac- 
| cepted and would deteriorate be¬ 
fore grading, it was pointed out 
by Roland D. Flaherty, farm bu¬ 
reau secretary.

About Those Rip Tides 

The much-publicized and feared 
rip tides are caused by the build¬ 
ing up of the sandy ocean bottom 
by large waves or high tides That 
creates a false bottom and the 
water level is raised over this 
area. Seeking its level, the water 
washes off and around these high 
sections and thereby throws into 
motion powerful currents that 
sweep out to sea. But they don’t 
go very far out, which is well 
to remember. 

The coast and geodetic survey 
will probably be operating in this 
district for several months, at 
least until the maps are brought 
up to date. Many lives and count¬ 
less dollars will be saved as a 
result in years to come.

->hrupt Drop 

At this juncture Brown refills 
the coffee cups and the talk turns 
to waves, rip tides and compara¬ 
tive depths.

As waves are caused nat¬ 
urally by a force set in motion 
by wind at sea, the impulse upon 
reaching shore has a tendency to 
turn over, thus forming a wave 
which in turn assists in the cease¬ 
less process by creating a back¬ 
wash or undercurrent. Where the 
slope of the shore is gradual the 
wave impulse tends to turn over 
farther out, and waves break in 
series rather than one at a time. 

Laguna's shore line drops off 
abruptly; hence, under ordinary 
circumstances only one wave 
breaks at a time. This is a dis¬ 
tinct contrast to the coast line 
south of Dana Point, where a 
depth of 100 fathoms is only 
reached at a distance of three to 
six miles out. From Newport to 
Dana Point the 100 fathom depth 
is found from only one to two 
miles out. The deepest spot in

Clearing up many misunder¬ 
standings as to what is taxable 
and what is not taxable as food¬ 
stuffs under the new California 
sales tax law, the state board of 
equalization today released Ruling 
No. 23.1 as of July 1, last, specify¬ 
ing taxable and tax exempt ar¬ 
ticles. 

The ruling follows: 

Gross receipts from sales for 
human consumption of food prod¬ 
ucts, as herein defined, are not 
taxable. 

Food products include cereal and 
cereal products, milk and milk 
products, oleomargarine, meat and 
meat products, fish and fish prod¬ 
ucts, eggs and egg products, vege¬ 
tables and vegetable products, 
fruit and fruit products, spices 
and salt, coffee and coffee substi¬ 
tutes, tea, sugar and sugar prod¬ 
ucts other than candy and confec¬ 
tionery, cocoa and cocoa products 
other than candy and confection¬ 
ery, baby foods, sugar of milk,

Coast and Qeodetic 
Survey Keeps Busy 
Mapping Coast Here 


By McDonald white 

Recently two flags were raised 
above a temporary government 
coast and geodetic survey station 
on the bluffs above Crystal Cove, 
a camping and housekeeping set¬ 
tlement a few miles north of La¬ 
guna. Beneath the good old Amer¬ 
ican emblem flies the small blue 
flag with a white circle enclosing 
a red triangle, the official insignia. 
An aerial. And that completes 
the picture from the Coast high¬ 
way. 

Inside this miniature structure 
K. K. Brown, radio operator, and 
C. Rife, are busy. It's lunch time. 
Coffee is brewing, potatoes frying, 
squash boiling, on the fuel stove, 
carefully tended by Rife. Brown 
hears the familiar signal coming 
over his radio receiver. Lunch 
must wait. 

Code signals crackle through the 
amplifier; then a significant long 
buzz. Brown clicks his stop watch. 
Ten. 20. 30, 40, 41 seconds boom!. 
A long, lingering rumble snorts 
through the loud speaker. Took 
that sound 41 seconds to reach 
the hydrophone submerged a 
quarter-mile offshore, and to reg¬ 
ister instantaneously on the radio 
acoustic ranging apparatus in the 
station. (Sound travels through 
water about 1480 meters per sec¬ 
ond. and a meter is .39,37 inches I. 
So if It takes the sound 41 seconds 
to reach the hydrophone, how far 
out at sea did that sound orig¬ 
inate ? 

Has To Get Okay 

Brown makes a few notations 
in his notebook and. while three 
cups of coffee are filled, makes 
numerous explanations to clear up 
these mysterious doings He said 
he could talk now. He had radioed 
to headquarters for permission and 
received their okay Seems Wash¬ 
ington is particular how much in- 
formation is released to the pub- 
' lie, due to certain mechanical se¬ 
crets Involved. So no secrets here. 

The S. S. Pioneer, using a 
{fathom meter, is making a gov¬ 
ernment survey of the ocean bot¬ 
tom, measuring the depths in 
fathoms, and making detailed 
charts for the safety of commer¬ 
cial shipping. The ship works in 
conjunction with three land sta- 
| tions similarly equipped. These 
are located at Point Loma, San 
Diego, the a e c o n d at Carlsbad 
(four miles south) and the third 
at Crystal Cove.

Figure Ship’s Position 

Reports are made which, by a 
system of triangulation, gives the 
exact position of the ship at the 
spot where the depth was taken 
with the fathom meter. Picture 
three imaginary lines drawn from 
the three land stations and verg¬ 
ing at a point which is the Pion- 
eer. That gives an impression ot I 
how this method of triangulation 
works. How these computations 
are made is another story. 

Each of the three land stations 
receive the firing signal simul¬ 
taneously, but their hydrophones 
pick up the traveling vibrations 
in varying spaces of time several 
seconds apart in some case, de¬ 
pending upon the position of the 
ship. Later these records will 
prove of great value in checking 
and verifying the findings made 
by the technically trained officers 
aboard the Pioneer. 

It is known that sound travels 
approximately 1480 meters per 
second, in water, spreading out in 
all directions, like ripples set up 
by dropping a pebble into a still 
pool. It also reflects from the 
bottom to the surface, lags and 
echoes, depending upon submerged 
obstructions. Exhaustive experi¬ 
ments in this line were conducted 
by officers and men of the coast 
and geodetic survey off the coast 
of Santa Cruz recently. Hydro¬ 
phones— senstive, hollow metal 
balls, with instruments enclosed— 
were submerged to depths up to 
one mile, and bombs were fired at 
all depths and distances so that 
sufficient material has been col- 
i lected for three years' research. 

Old Tragedy Reralled 

About the middle of last cen¬ 
tury a ship by the name of Bishop 
struck a submerged rock some 40 
miles west of San Clemente island 
The rock at low tide is only two 
and a half fathoms (15 feet) be¬ 
low the surface. Many similar 
hazards have been spotted and 
charted by government surveys 
Such a mishap would be mere 
negligence today. 

Those black and white signals 
along the bluffs and rocky pro¬ 
montories splashed with white 
lime have a definite purpose, too. 
These are used for charting the 
waters within sight of the shore.

EARLY FISHING DAYS 

"An enterprise has been in¬ 
augurated in this section which 
bids fair to pay well. Messrs. 
Lotspeich and Wicks have invest¬ 
ed considerable money in putting 
up fish on the Santa Ana river, 
near the sea coast, about ten 
miles from Santa Ana. The first 
are said to be of the species called 
mullett.

"The growth of orange ship¬ 
ments from Santa Ana is fitly 
illustrated by the statement that 
during the year 1880 but 1,545 
boxes were shipped from here, 
while from January 1 to April 
14 of this year 4,2.2 boxes were 
sent from the Santa Ana depot 
to San Francisco and other points, 
and the crop is probably not half 
marketed. When one sees the 
immense number of young trees 
just coming into bearing in this 
section he can faintly realize that 
this business is as yet in its in¬ 
fancy. The only drawback that 
may temporarily be inexperienced 
is the high freight tariff."

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AVOCADO CO-OPERATION 

I T IS GRATIFYING to know the avocado growers have 
strengthened their agreement. The Journal told yes¬ 
terday of a now cooperative plan among Pacific and 
Atlantic coast producers whereby California growers will 
handle more than 80 per cent of the Florida crop through 
their eastern agents. Regulation of shipments, elimina¬ 
tion of overlapping sales territories and stabilization of 
prices have been guarantee^ under a new marketing 
system, we are told. 

Florida’s approximate 3.000,000 pounds of avocados 
will be disposed of in eastern sales areas when California, 
crops are out of season. Then, as the local product is 
ready for marketing, the eastern crop will be temporarily 
shifted to other purchasing districts. 

The plan was tried before on a smaller scale, but the 
new agreement brings many of the Florida independents 
into the fold, thus insuring 80 per cent control of the 
Florida crop by California cooperatives. 

It is just another step toward sound business. The 
avocado industry in Southern California is rated as a 
million-dollar institution, and it is high time that the 
growers enjoy a market at higher levels and one that can

It has been practiced by every 
administration, democratic or re¬ 
publican. Without it the legisla¬ 
tive machine could scarcely move. 
It is particularly necessary in a 
form of government in which 
members of the cabinet do not 
serve as members of the legisla¬ 
tive branch, as in Europe. 

Therefore it has come to be a 
fact that the administration most 
successful in lobbying through its 
program on Capitol Hill is most 
successful in everything else. 

Hoover began the system of 
having a special White House sec¬ 
retary to act as lobbyist on the 
Hill. Roosevelt has continued it. 
His personal lobbyist is Charles 
West, a brain truster with a dif¬ 
ference. 

West began to imbibe brain 
trust intellectuality at the age of 
21 when he was appointed vice 
consul at Naples and attended the 
University of Naples on the side. 
After that he taught at Harvard, 
Denison University and Tufts, 
jumping into the rough-and-tum¬ 
ble of congress straight from the 
cloistered life of the campus. For 
two terms he made a brilliant rec¬ 
ord, his only mistake being to run 
for the senate against that saga¬ 
cious, cigar-chewing former gover¬ 
nor of Ohio, "Honest” Vic Don- 
ahey. 

Last winter when Roosevelt be¬ 
gan getting into hot water as a 
result of Old Guard sabotage and 
Marvin MacIntyre bungling, he 
drafted West as his lobbying agent 
on Capitol Hill.

MILITARY AGENT 

ATTACHED to the senate mili- 
^ tary affairs committee is Cap¬ 
tain Sam Greenwell, astute, mod¬ 
est lobbyist for the war depart¬ 
ment. He is paid by the army 
and spends all his time with the 
committee. 

Legislative expert of the inte¬ 
rior department is baldish. bril¬ 
liant Rufus G. Poole, 32, one-time 
law student under German Pro¬ 
fessor Ernest Freund. As ap¬ 
prentice to his present job, Poole 
drafted tax legislation for the 
governor of Illinois. Now all inte¬ 
rior bills pass through his hands. 
Says Poole: 

"For God's sake, don't call me 
a lobbyist. I do not do any but- 
ton-holing.” 

Chester Davis is the big lobby¬ 
ing gun-toter of the agriculture 
department, and an efficient one 
at that. Having been trained with 
the farm lobby, which nearly put 
through the equalization fee and 
the McNary-Haugen bill, Davis 
can pull bills and senatorial 
speeches out of his pocket with 
more legerdemain than almost 
anyone on the hill.

SELF-LOBBYISTS 
f'HIEF lobbyist for the post of- 
fice department is big, bald. 
Jim Farley, himself. Rarely does 
Jim appear on the Hill, does most 
of his work by telephone. Jim 
also does a lot of legislative work 
for the President outside of postal 
matters, and in these he relies 
also on pugdy Emil Hurja and 
glad-hander Bill Howes, his first 
assistant. 

Slippery Secretary of Commerce 
Roper is his own lobbyist and a 
good one. Dan. once served as 
cierk of a senate committee, 
knows all the tricks of the game. 
At present he is doing some heavy 
axing for the Bland-Copeland ship 
subsidy bill, which the President 
considers a dubious piece of legis¬ 
lation and which senate progres¬ 
sives thought they had pigeon¬ 
holed. 

Madame Fanny Perkins also is 
her own chief lobbyist for the 
labor department. With the social 
security bill and the Wagner labor 
disputes act before Congress this 
session, Miss Perkins beat a well- 
worn path to the Hill. At times 
she was pulled out of tight holes 
by Isador Lubin, commissioner of 
labor statistics, and by able As¬ 
sistant Secretary Ed McGrady, 
who as one-time legislative agent 
of the A. F. of L. knows the 
congressional ropes as few other 
lobbyists. 

New Deal lobbying, as in pre¬ 
vious administrations, consists of 
explaining legislation to the so- 
called legislators.

BEN COHEN SPOTLIGHT 
kiOST spotlighted congressional 
agent of the New Deal re¬ 
cently is Ben Cohen, whose pres¬ 
ence at the conferees’ meeting of 
the holding corporation bill caused 
three house members to walk out. 

Cohen is one of the most active 
figures in the New Deal. Working 
with his close friend, Tom Cor¬ 
coran, he has been behind more 
important legislation than any 
other member of the administra¬ 
tion. 

He began with the securities 
act. This was drafted during four 
days and four nights while he was 
locked up in a room in the Carlton 
hotel shortly after Roosevelt was 
inaugurated In order to ensure 
that he would not be tempted to 
interrupt his endeavors, Cohen 
sent his one suit to the cleaners 
with instructions not to bring it 
back before four days. 

Co-author of the act was Jim 
Landis, now a member of the se¬ 
curities exchange commission. At 
the very end, the two authors dis¬ 
agreed. Landis packed his bag 
and walked out, leaving Cohen to 
finish the bill by himself. 

It now stands as the law of the 
United States, almost as it came 
from Cohen’s pen. 

Officially Cohen is in the legal 
divivision of PWA. Actually he 
is the most important legislative 
draftsman of the New Deal. He 
works his stenographers in two 
shifts; can’t understand why they 
don’t like to remain at the office 
until 2 a. m. as he does.
